FEW CHINESE 

Ofthe S00illegal aliens picked Up 
in the Bay Area every month，ex- 
tremely few are Chinese， For ex- 
ample, in .July this year,，595 such 
aliens were picked up in the Bay 
Area.

When public schools in the city 

opened last week， secondary 
school students demonstrated， 
almost en masse，their indiffer- 
ence to the secondary school de- 
segregation plan approved by the 
Board of Education earjier this 
year.

term，only 277 of the 1215 stu- 
dents eligible to ride free school 
buses to their_ new schools took 
advantage ofthe servVice. 

The board's much-disputed 
plan calls for racially balancing 
grades 7，8,，9 and 10 this fal， 
with grades 11 and 12 to be bal- 
anced in 1975 and 1976 respec-= 
tively. Some 3300 students, most- 
lyblack and Asian, were assigned 
to schools across town to bajlance 
the 13 schools that failed to meet 
racial balance guidelines. 

By mid-summer, the board was 
beseiged with so much criticism 
from parents of children involved 
in the plan that they opted to 
allow students to transfer back to 
their previously assigned schools 
for medical reasons OFr Special 
program needs.

Purposes, provided he has not been 
gone for more than one year and has 
not traveled to certain proscribed 
countries without State Department 
approval、If one intends to be 
abroad for more than a year，he 
should apply for a re-entry permit 
which may be validated up to two 
years. 

However, if there is any question 
regarding one's intent to reside per- 
Imanently in the United States，re- 
gardless of the beriod of absence 
人 fom this country, a permanent resi- 
dent may be stopped at the port of 
entry. 

At ports of entry，1like Honolulu， 
the alien will be allowed to come 
into the country and will usually be 
told to report to the immigration of- 
fice for“deferred inspection.”The 


inspector then has more time to 
question the alien's admissibility. 芷 
he is satisfied, he. will admit the ali- 
en. If not, the alien will be required 
to appear before a special inquiry 
officer for an exclusion hearing. At 
the deferred inspection，the alien 
has the right to counsel. 


HEARING 

At land borders, if the immigra- 
tion inspector refuses to admit the 
alien, he will be told to return at 3 
specified date for an exclusion hear- 
ing before a Special inquiry officer. 
At the hearing, the burden of proof 
is upon the alien, not the Immigra- 
tion Service, to prove admissibility. 
The decision must be based only on 
evyidence Presented at the hearing 
and may be appealed to the Board 
of Immigration Appeals in Wash- 
ington，D.C.

If a resident alien holding a green 
card is found to be making an emfitry 
and is Subject to an exclusion hear- 
ing，he would be admissible under 
the Immigration Naturalization Act， 
because he has been“accorded the 
Privilege of residing permanently in 
the United States as an immigrant 
in accordance with the immigration 
laws,” assuming “SUcA Stats 72ot 
Payvizg cpPazgecd 


Residency is a question of actual 
physical presence and intent， IThe 
former may be shown through one's 
travel documents. The latter is a 
question of fact,，based on the par- 
ticular circumstances of each indi- 
vidual case:- 

The Immigration Service allows 
an immigrant time to wind down， 
sell liquidate or move his business 
in his country of origin. A reason- 
able amount of time abroad for such 
purposes is normally not evidence of 
abandonment: of one's permanent 
residency，according to Williams. 

There is no_ prohibition against. 
going abroad for pleasure of busi- 
ness，but there is a Prohibition 
against abandoning residency but， 
at the same time,， keeping the green 
card. The green card is prima facie 
degally sufficient to establish a fact 
unless disproved)，but rebuttable， 
evidence of permanent residence. It 
is not an iron-clad guarantee of re- 
tention of resident status. 

Failure to pay one's taxes of to 
file non-resident tax returns would 
be considered evidence of abandon- 
ment of United States residence， 


ISOLATED CASES 

Itis not a prevalent problem, said 
all the lawyers who were inter- 
viewed, but there are some isolated 
cases. Joe Chan of the Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance Foundation 
Said there were two or three cases of 
resident aliens retuFning from Can- 
ada who had their green cards taken 
away, but that the Chinatown office 
is not getting Such cases， Michael 
W.G. Lee of the law offices of Har- 
desty and Lat salid that such cases 
are Tare. 


Honolulu has been picking UP 
green cards of a few returning resi- 
dents and sending them here for 
“deferred inspection， according to 
Jack Wong Sing ofthe law offices of 
Chow and Sing. If the resident can 
show that he has a home or a job in 
this country，the green card is re- 
turned to him. 


The Immigration Service is very 
fair about such cases，and one 
should not worry Unless he is a resi- 
dent alien tycoon who wants to re- 
tain the resident status for insurance 
from political and social inctability， 
but does not intend to live here or to 
pay United States taxes，said Sing. 

Resident aliens who intend to re- 
tain :both their foreign and United 
States residency by using their cer- 
tificates of identity in their country 
of origin and the green card here are 
presumed to have abandoned their 


U.S. residence，according to Pak 


Hoi Wong of the law offices of 
Wong and Haet. In tworecent cases， 
both individuals decided it was bet- 
ter for them to relinquish their U.9. 
residency，Ssince they were faring 
well financially in their countries of 
origin. 

It is not so Immuch a Chinese as a 
Canadian and Mexican Problem， 


， said Wong. 


A _ Japanese cook，who had 
been deported earlier this_ year 
and was sneaked right back into 
the United States，revealed last 
week that au San Francisco res- 
taurant which he last worked for 
may be _ involved in an arrange- - 
ment to ferry Japanese Workers 
into the U.S.illegally.
